SOME  COAL  COMPANIES  OF  1893 


By  Arlie  Slabaugh 

Gordon  Dodrill,  in  his  book  ”20,000  Coal  Company  Stores,"  listed  * 
coal  companies  from  1903  to  1958.  This  book,  published  in  1971,  serves 
as  a  valuable  concise  listing  of  coal  companies  during  the  period  men¬ 
tioned.  Mr.  Dodrill  spent  five  years  compiling  the  data  from  the  Key¬ 
stone  Coal  Field  Directory.  The  first  year  of  the  directory  was  1903 
and  that  explains  why  the  listings  do  not  go  back  farther  than  that 
although  it  is  well  known  that  coal  companies  existed  before  that  time. 

I  have  made  many  notations  in  my  copy  of  Dodrill 's  catalog  and  I  expect 
that  other  collectors  have  done  the  same.  These  notations  have  mostly 
come  from  isolated  sources  but  one  that  is  of  particular  interest  is 
the  data  I  have  6ifted  from  listings  of  thousands  of  exhibitors  of 
various  articles  at  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  held  in  Chicago 
during  1893.  Among  the  exhibitors  were  coal  firms  who  displayed 
examples  of  coal. 

Since  not  many  collectors  have  access  to  data  on  exhibitors  at  the 
Columbian  World's  Fair,  I  have  compiled  a  list  of  the  firms  that  made 
displays  of  coal  at  the  exposition.  Before  proceeding  with  thi6  list, 
a  few  observations 'are  in  order. 

•  r  • 

First  of  all,  I  cannot  say  with  certainty  that  all  of  these  firms 
mined  coal  themselves  (such  as  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railroad) 
but  at  least  they  controlled  enough  coal  supplies  to  warrant  exhibiting 
it.  Secondly,  the  address  may  or  may  not  be  the  same  as  where  the  mines 
were  located;  the  address  may  sometimes  be  the  headquarters  of  the  firm. 
Thirdly,  many  coal  fifms  did  not  exhibit  at  the  Columbian  Exposition. 

Of  those  that  did,  I  believe  that ’collectors  will  find  it  of  interest  to 
compare  the  list  against  Dodrill 's  catalog.  It  will  be  found  that  some 
correspond  with  his  listings,  others  are  unlisted  and  still  others  are 
from  unlisted  towns  or  have  had  the  named  changed  since  1893.  For 
example,  the  Ashland  Coal  &  Iron  Co.,  Ashland,  Ky.  apparently  later 
became  the  Ashland  Iron  &  Mining  Co.  In  any  case,  I  hope  that  this 
data  may  be  of  some  value  in  identifying  the  source  of  a  few  earlier 
tokens .
